When Mr 
Fulwiler's name -was first suggested 
for the Federal prohioition director- 
ship many persons opposed it on the 
grdund that Mr. Fulwiler had been 
'wet" for many years and predicted 
he would find it iery embarrassing to 
strictlv administer the law.

Our 
receipts have increased from less than $50,000.00 a year to more 
than $300 000.00 a year. Whereas these Departments formerly 
produced receipts less than the disbursements, they now turn into 
the r^neral treasury of the City, under normal conditions, from 
4;75 000 00 to $100,000.00 in excess of the disbursement.

Durham, Raleigh and other 
Vorfh Carolina citi« pay $1.90 a thousand cubic feet for gas the 
gas consumers of Danville pay only $1-20. This means that dur- 
?nn- the past year the gas takers in Danville paid for the gas they 
used $91,000^00 less than they would have been charged for the 
same quantity and quality of gas in any of the cities above 
men- 


tioned. A like saving in water and electric light and power will 
be seen by comparing the rates in cities similarly situated with 
Danville, throughout the entire South. 


The records of the City Council will show that as Superintend- 


ent of the Gas Department I have always, in response to their re- 
quests to me for recommendations, advised against their raising 
the price of gas, and I shall in the future make to the Council a 
recommendation for a reduction in the price of pis just as soon 
as it can be done without cutting the wages of our faithful em- 
plovees. It should be remembered that Danville was one of the 
very few cities in the country which did" not raise its rates on 
•water or electricity in the abnormal cost period, during and siib- 
sequent to the war. At the present time our rates on water, gas 
and electricity are lower than any city in th" United States simi- 
larly located.

It would seem that a business of this magnitude and requiring 


trained and experienced supervision would more likely procure 
satisfactory results under an offlnial who had d-voted 32 years to 
its practical management than «-o-,:lrl b- hoP«d for under the 
m.inagemrnt of one who has had n« rxpon<-n^ whatwer m pro- 
durincMd distributee watT. eas and electricity.

baseball that It deserves a chapter 
to itself. 
When It is remembered 


that every time a player handles the 
ball ho must make a throw the im- 
portance of this branch of the game 
will be appreciated. We have stressed 
all through these lessons tho im- 
portance of two things, stepping in 
to hit and of pitching and throwing 
w i t h tho overhand motion. Indeed 
the entire art of playing baseball 
may bo squeezed into the two ab- 
solute fundamentals: 


1. Step In to hit. 
2. Pitch and throw overhand. 
There are scores of other Im- 


portant principles to be learned, 
understood and observed in play- 
ing baseball but if the young player 


may rnak* all the abort throws un- 
der hand or side arm but must have 
a fast overhand throw for double 
plays, second to first base. Short- 
stops and third basemen may use 
tho underhand or side arm throw 
on many plays but for the long 
throws they must have a fine over- 
hand motion.

Poincare Note on Hague 


Parley Fails to Lessen 
England's Fears—Allied 
Unity Seen As Vital Need.
